sidies to localities for education will 
remain substantially at the present 
level during the next two years, 
according to proceedings at Gover- 
nor Hell's budget hearings 
here 


late yesterday. Heil last night ad- 
journed the budget session until 
Friday morning. 


John Callahan, state superinten- 


dent of public instruction, asked 
for state aid allocations with few 
changes from the present schedules, 
with the exception of the rural 
school transportation aid budget 


The state schoolman, explaining 


that consolidation of many rural 
school units will bring an increase 
in transportation 
costs for 
rural 


pupils and new demands upon the 
state aid budget in that field, asked 
for a doubling of the $500~,000 fund 
available during the present bien- 
nium, but the governor indicated 
quite plainly that there is little 
chance of the request being grant- 
ed. 


Scores "Propaganda" 


Callahan explained 
that eco- 


nomies in elementary school state 
&ids would soon be shown as the re- 
sult of the consolidation program, 
probably as early as next year. He 
added that present transportation 
funds are insufficient, and that the 
state is paying out at the rate of 82 
per cent of the amounts contemplat- 
ed in the law. Hcil said that he 
would be willing to concede 100 
per cent payments, bringing the to- 
jjal to about $600.000 for the next 
"•vo years, but no more. 


"I don't want the propaganda to 


.0 out that rural children can't go 
co school because Julius won't fur- 
nish the money," he observed. 


In discussing 
the department's 


request for an increase in operating 
funds, partly because of necessary 
repairs in state school properties, 
the governor said that he would act 
to provide for a depreciation fund 
for all state property. He indicated 
that increases for any other purpose 
In the state school department, how< 
ever, would be 
frowned upon. 


Callahan asked for a total of $321.- 
200 to run his department for the 
next two years. With the excep- 
tion of slight increases proposed for 
elementary and physically disabled 
schools. Callahan's aid budget pro- 
poses substantially the same state 
allocation for the next two years, 
for a total-of slightly more th'an $16,- 
000,000.

Shall We Save Democracy Again? 


Herbert Agar is an unusual man. 
In an article in Mercury he runs head 


on and against the basic contention against 
further involvement of America in Eu- 
rope's wars instead of following the pre- 
vailing practice of avoiding it. 


Mr. Agar insists that war is not futile. 


Of course, that must be freely granted, 
as the history of America has demonstra- 
ted. War is not futile when just men are 
imprisoned, and the purpose of the war 
is to free them. It is not futile when it 
is aimed at altering a feudal society by 
abolishing human servitude. 
But it has 


been futile when it became a struggle for 
trade, pride or prestige notwithstanding 
the colors it wore to attract other con- 
clusions. 


Mr. Agar is entitled to a mark of 


. merit because he candidly concedes that 


our last effort to save democracy did not 
bear the expected fruit. 
He says this 


unfortunate result happened because those 
who were in charge of the "immediate fu- 
ture" did not live up to expectations, and 
that democracy, which was saved, became 
a sniveling loafer instead of a robust 
and athletic figure. 


Even conceding Mr. Agar's argument 


to the point reached, he has not added 
convincing power concerning the future 
because he has not dared to grapple with 
tht problem tfiat even a Winston Church- 
ill will not mention. All that Mr. Agar 
can promise us is that democracy is 
worth saving, is today in great peril, 
and that if we will save her again, we 
'will once more have an opportunity to say 
something about the "immediate future.* 


It would be simple to accept Mr. Agar's 


argument if one were looking for the 


* easy way. It is exciting to wave the flag 
| and denounce the monsters that rule the 


•• continent of Europe, even though we may 


have had some part in creating them. 
But what we would like very much to 
'see is a chart of what we are going to 


• do with the "immediate future" when, by 


gaining the privilege of controlling it, 
we are in a position to will its shape 
and destiny. 


Mr. Agar's distinction between the 


- British and French democracies does not 


* ^support his idea that all will be well in

{ ic countries can only'again obtain ascen-

One little -verse from 


Chesterton indicates the sort of democ- 
racy the Englishman knows, a thing that 
is earnest and realistic: 


"Out of the mouth of the Mother of 


God, 


Like a little word come I: 


For I go gathering Christian men 
From sunken paving and ford and fen. 
To die in a battle. God knows when, 


By God. but I know why." 


Woids like that are moving. "But I 


know why" is the heart of democracy. 
Americans would like to take fellows of 
that caliber by their hand and btand with 
them through the long night of agony and 
destruction. 
But how will that bring 


about a better and a safer world? How 
will that remove the causes that gave 
Mussolini and Hitler control of their na- 
tions? In truth, these men built their or- 
ganizations upon the follies and stupidi- 
ties of democracy. 
And if the world is 


to be made safe again for democracy, the 
result can not be achieved until democ- 
racy understands all its sore and despair- 
ing weaknesses. 


Mr. Agar comes to an end with his 


article. But he does not convince that if 
we enter tins war and defeat the evil 
men of Europe we will have accomplished 
the purpose of keeping them defeated. 
For Mr. Agar does nothing with the pro- 
position of adjusting the score of angry 
and, bitter national conflicts upon the 
continent, any one of which is fertile soil 


„ lor another Hitler and another Mussolini. 


When Mr. Churchill is asked to state 


, war aims, he answers that the aim of the 
'' war is to crush Hillcrism. With his hands 
, 
and hours full of the burdens of defense, 


, thiispJendid statesman cannot be expected 


to prtttQtljr ft into details. But cw tht 
American people be expected to go to war 
without knowing the details? 
. It needs to be repeated over and over 
again that President Wilson in 1918 made 
a very sensible outline of what the world 
could expect were the democracies to 
find victory on the battlefield. France ac- 
cepted that outline without changing a 
word in it 
But when it came to the 


peace table France had changed her mind. 
Her statesmen had the audacity to ask 
America to give a written guarantee of 
her territorial integrity. That was pre- 
posterous. 
But Mr. Wilson 
actually 


brought that proposal home and submit- 
ted it to the Senate with his approval. 


Neither was England true to her ac- 


ceptance of the Wilson proposals for peace. 
The talkative Lloyd 
George presented 


new and unheard of ideas at the peace 
table, some of which were written into 
final form to which the defeated nations 
were required to bow. 


Mr. Agar's article will not be complete, 


to our way of thinking, until he presents- 
assurances that if we again, with Eng- 
land, have the power to write the "im- 
mediate future," we will write it in a far 
different manner than it was written in 
1919. 


And \vc would like to know how, if 


the plan for that "immediate future" can 
be agreed upon now, it may be enforced 
when that happy time comes despite the 
presence of another Lloyd George who 
presents new and divergent proposals. 


Supreme Court on 
Tfie Code System 


The state code system of price-fixing 


in selected industries has been thrown out 
of the statutes by a verdict of the state 
supreme court on the barber's code and 
administrative interpretations 
of 
that 


judgment in respect to other codes. That 
is probably as it should be, if only for 
the reason that the codes in the first place 
were purely the result of a high pressure 
professional lobby and our lawmakers' 
penchant for succumbing to those who stir 
up the most commotion in legislative cor- 
ridors and Madison hotel lobbies. 


There is also a possibility that the basis 


of the code opinion will be applied to rule 
out also the state milk price control law, 
under which department of agriculture 
officials have been setting the price of 
bottled milk and cream left on our door- 
steps. 


Entirely aside from the issue of state 


price-fixing, that opinion and its proba- 
ble consequences in related fields ought 
to give our legislature pause. 


For no stranger statutory products ever 


dropped from the legislative hopper in 
the statehouse than the fluid milk and 
code price laws, which arbitrarily limited 
their effect to localities on a population 
basis. 


As if to say that milk is any less im- 


portant in the human diet in one place 
than another, the milk price law said that 
De Pere housewives should pay a state- 
ordered price for their milk, while those 
in Waupaca and other communities in 
counties of less than a stipulated popula- 
tion might buy on the free market. 


And as if to say that neatly creased 


pants or a geometrically correct haircut 
were socially less important or desirable 
in Antigo than in Neenah, the code law 
ordered that state bureaucrats fix clean- 
ers' and barbers' prices in Winnebago 
county, while allowing those in Langlade 
to collect what the traffic would bear. 


Both creations were perversions of 


equity and common sense, products of a 
pernicious regionalism which has grown 
up in Wisconsin legislative politics in re- 
cent years. 


Legislative correspondents knew what 


was going on when they saw both bills 
passed in the final hours of the 1939 ses- 
sion, after being buried in nay votes upon 
earlier occasions. 
They knew what the 


relieved chortling by a little band of paid 
lobbyists which haunted the legislature 
night and day for months to put over its 
special privilege demands meant. They 
knew that when the rural areas of the 
state were excluded from the provisions 
of the bill that the urban legislators were 
obediently executing the final desperate 
trick in the political bag of the trade lob- 
byists. They perpetrated a deal through 
which the whole legislature was to foist 
vital economic legislation upon a frac- 
tion of its citizens. 


The legislature has a good complement 


of lawyers each session, men who we may 
imagine are familiar with the contents and 
intent of the state constitution. We are 
also informed that Governor Hcil, before 
he signed the bills, was advised that both 
were palpably subject to attack on con- 
stitutional grounds. The passage of both 
bills under Ihc circumstances was scarce- 
ly a tribute to the conscience of the law- 
yers or of Governor Heil. 


It is to be hoped that the supreme 


court's somewhat critical judgment, com- 
ing now, will have some effect in stiffen- 
ing legislators' backs in the face of other 
special interest lobbies which will show 
up in the capitol again in January, and 
help them to remember that their func- 
tion is not only to write into law every- 
thing handed to them, but to legislate with 
a proper consideration of the provisions 
of the state's fundamental law, which 
they cannot abrogate.

Wuklncten—Toughest problem facing the 


next congress will be whether to open up the 
sates of American dollar credits to the be 
leaguered British. 


And whether the solons on Capitol Hill want 


to admit it or not, real fact is that the situation 
existing in the country today is almost identical 
with that on the eve of American entrance into 
the first World war. as far as loans to Great 
Britain are concerned. 


At that time—1916—J. P. Morgan, and the big 


bankers were accused of getting us into war to 
protect the loans they already had made to Enf 
land. Probably much more important, however, 
was the fact that American industry wat geared 
to a tremendous pitch as a Vesult of British or- 
ders, and the defeat of Britain would have 
brought chaos lo industry. 


Today, likewise, U. S. industry is «o tied up 


with British business that depression would hit 
like a ton of bricks after either British defeat or 
the exhaustion of British funds. This, of course, 
is looking at the question purely, from the hard- 
boiled material viewpoint, and without taking 
into consideration the widespread sympathy of 
the American public for the British. This, in it- 
self, probably is sufficient to induce the lifting 
of the Johnson Act 
BRITISH GOLD 


Actually the British will be able to order war 


supplies in the United States for at.least six 
months without feeling a bit pinched. For when 
the war broke out, Britain's total resources 
which could be used in the United States (gold 
stocks, dollar balances, negotiable investments) 
totaled about five billion dollars. 


British purchases during the first year of the 


war were $1.800.000.000, which leaves a sizeable 
balance on hand. However, war purchases for 
the current year have stepped up to such a rate 
that the British will have spent three billion 
dollars in the second twelve months of war. 


This will drain British funds in the United 


States pretty low, but even so will by no means 
entirely exhaust them. For most of the huge gold 
flood arriving almost daily at Fort Knox, Ky., 
comes from the British empire. Our gold im- 
ports Irom British countries alone, during the 
first year of the war, totaled more than three 
and a half billions. 


This gold hoard, incidentally, is one reason 


why the -British can be sure of our financial 
support—even including the repeal of the John- 
son act. For should Hitler win this war, Fort 
Knox's golden treasure would be useful chiefly 
for dentists' fillings. Gold as a basis for trade 
would virtually disappear. 


Meanwhile, the British are taking 65 per cent 


of our entire exports, or four times what we 
ship to the entire continent of Latin America. 
All of which indicates how completely inter- 
twined "the American economic system now is 
with Britain's fate, and how entirely likely is 
that the next congress will permit loans to Great 
Britain. 


Note—Certain high administration members 


suggest that inasmuch as Britain is our first 
line of defense, we should send her airplanes 
and other war supplies without any payment 
IRATE U. S. DIPLOMAT

BUDGET REFORM 


Several months aso this column 


suggested that a simple way to 
make stale budgcl matters more in-

Gen- 
eral Marshall once estimated that to parallel the Ger- 
man land armament alone would cost 100 billion dol- 
lars. Fortunately, we do not have to do that if we 
stick to our idea of hemisphere defense. But, in addi- 
tion to a very great land armament, we have under- 
taken the most'ambitious sea program ever attempted. 


It is profitless to try to foresee all these costs. No 


one has ever had enough facts or taken enough trouble 
to make an accurate statistical comparison of what it 
costs us, as compared with England or Germany, to 
provide and maintain military and naval defense, in- 
cluding care of participants in former wars. It prob- 
ably runs double as to the British and surely triple as 
to the nazis.

TEACHER'S LETTER 


For eighteen years I have been 


fighting what a group of European 
diplomats once called "The Great 
American 
Rudeness"—specifically, 


the practice of the hostess who has 
herself served first when a woman 
guest is present at her table. 


Before Fate elected me, as it 


were, to spend the greater part of 
every waking hour writing about 
etiquette. I had never even heard of 
and certainly had never experienc- 
ed personally, this—to me—incom- 
prehensible discourtesy 
to 
one's 


guests. In all training of children, 
whether going back as far as my 
own, or as that of my children, dis- 
cipline unfailingly exacted that a 
young hostess (as well as a host) 
must offer the cakes or the candies 
or red cheeked apples to her guests 
first. Nothing could be more rude 
than lor her to pick out the piece 
she likes best, first, and then let her 
guests take the rest—or for that 
matter, putting a girl guest in any 
place that is s'econd to her own. 


It had never occurred to me that 


anywhere people could discard this 
earliest training in fundamentals' 
when they grew up and'had houses 
of their won. And yet the serve- 
themselves-first hostesses, do, I am 
told, believe in disciplining their 
own children as they were disci- 
plined! Apparently what is rude in 
a child is not rude when one is 
grown up.

LENSES 


So far we htvt ipoken mainly 


about the "magic" which Roger 
Bacon performed, or is supposed to 
have performed. His work as an al- 
chemist is one side of his life, but 
there are other and more important 
sides.- He was an inventor as well, 
or at least he wrote about inven- 
tions which were new in Europe, 
and perhaps in the world. 


Gunpowder 'seems to have been 


invented and used in Asia before 
Bacon's day, but he made the first 
known record of it in western Eu- 
rope. 


Like other scholars, Bacon wrote 


in Latin. In the' year 1242, he 
made a note about an explosive 
which he prepared by mixing salt 
peter, young hazelwood charcoal 
and sulphur. 


Other important writings of Ba- 


con tell about lenses. He knew that 
a piece of glass could be ground so 
it would have a rounded surface. 
It seems likely that he made tests 
with lenses and after 
looking 


through two of them at the same 
time, found they would greatly en- 
large a small object. 
If that be 


true, he was a pioneer in the inven- 
tion of the double-microscope. 


Bacon 'also wrote about some- 


thing in the nature of a telescope. 
"Small objects," he said, "can be 
made large, and 
distant 
objects 


will seem close at hand. We might 
make the sun, moon and stars 
seem to come down here below." 


It is not certain that Roger 


Bacon ever built a telescope or a 
compound microscope. Even if he 
didn't, his writings were saved for 
others to see. Three centuries later, 
scientists found his words helpful. 


Pope Clement IV appears to 


lave been friendly toward Roger 
Bacon. For his eyes, the friar set 
down a long account of the work 
ic had done. This account has 
been saved down to the present 
day. 


After the 
death 
of Clement, 


Bacon was put in prison. He was 
set free only a year or two before 
10 died at the age of about 80. 


We are told that before he went 


io prison. Bacon gave away 12 of 
his books to friends. As the story 
goes. 32 men lined up and passed 
n line near a table. Without look- 
ng to see which ones obtained 
copies, the author pased out the 12 
volumes. 


"If I am put to torture.1* said 


Bacon. "I shall not be able to tell 
he names of those who have 
books." 


Another famous man by the 


name of Bacon has a place in 
English history.
